In offering my services to you, and in soli- 
citing the favour of your votes and influence 
I am deeply conscious of the arduous nature 
of the requirements of such a Borough as 
Hackney; of its manifold intereats; of its 
diversified opinions; of its teeming indus- 
tries; of its startling contrasts—consisting 
as its does of rich and poor through nearly 
every grade of wealth and want. 

oO represent such a constituency, your 
Candidate must know something of the wants, 
opinions, and aspirations of the poorest, as 
well as the opinions, feelings, and interests 
of the richest’ Such an acquaintance with 
the different shades of social position as it 
exists in Hackney, I claim with some confi- 
dence to possess: I have not only lived for 
20 years inthe East end of London, but in 
almost similar constituencies, such as Glas- 
gow and Liverpool, my life has been spent : I 
have mixed freely with all classesand claim 
to practical knowledge and sympathy with 
each, from the highest to the lowliest. 

Asa public man I am not altogether un- 
known in Hackney and the East of London; 
and in my public capacity 1 have endea- 
youred to advance the interests of the poorest 
workers and the heavily burdened taxpayers, 
bv insisting on care and economy in the ad- 
ministration of the vast sums of money which 
pass annually through the hands of the great 
spending Boards of London—the School 


Board, the Metropolitan Asylums Board, 


and the Metropolitan Board of Works. 


While admitting and fully appreciating the 


really valuable work performed by these 
varivus Boards, I yet am compelled to charge 
them with great extravagance, and a disre- 
gard of the opinions and wants of various 
localitits such as ought no longer to be 
solerated. 

As the Candidate selected by the Conser- 
vative Party in AMackney to advocate and 
uphold sound, reasonable, and enlightened 
Conservative principles, it-must be evident 
to all that with the present Government | 
am, on many vital questions, totally at vari- 
ance, while | feel convinced that on many 
such’ questions there is between my views 
and those of many moderate reasonable 
Liberals more points of agreement than of 
antagonism. Although firmly persuade] 
that there are many greater and more serious 
subjects ripe for discussion and demanding 
solution in the real and permanent interests 
of the Empire than the extension of the 
Franchise, yet I cannot ignore the fact— 
however I may lament it—that this question 
occupies at present the thoughts of men and 
diverts them from the consideration of 
weightier matters. I therefore say at onee 
that I have never resisted any extension of 
the Franchise ; that I have frequently stated 
publicly that no logical objection can be 
advanced against even a larger extension 
than is now proposed by Mr. Gladstone ; and 
Lam in favour of sucha settlement as would 
last probably another century, feeling as I 
do most strongly that it is a question which 
will be use as a party cry to blind the coun 
try when needed to cover over the blunders 
and disastersof Governments. But no half 
measures can sett.e this question permanently 
and the most important half of any electoral 


reform being—according to Mr. Gladstone 


himself—amended representation, I hold that 
both halves should be united and the whole 
scheme laid before the Constituencies and 
discussed in the light of each other. ‘The 
interests of all classes alike demand a whole 
scheme, and Lam not without hope that the 
natural union wiil be effected between ex- 
tensjon and representation even in the pre- 
sent Parliament. | 

On questions of Foreign Policy gene- 
rally; our responsibilities in Egypt, to 
the people and to our own servants 
as General Gordon—our duty 
to the natives in the Transvaal and 
Kechuanaland, I feel compelled to differ most 
seriously from the expressed views and action 
of the Government. Theories have found 
fayour and conduct has been pursued in 


nearly every quarter of the world which 


have already entailed disgrace and disaster 
upon England, and which will yet cost vast 
sums of money, many valusble lives, much. 
time, trouble, and patience to rectify, The 
honour, dignity, just influence, and even the 
security of the Empire, can only be assured 
by announcing and maintaining in all our 
foreign relations a clear, definite, unswerving 
policy, Sach a course ensures peace and 
promotes national prosperity. A converse 
policy of uncertainty, ambiguity. and weak 
concessions to our avowed or secret enemies, 
has already led and can only lead to confu- 
sion, disturbance,.and wide-spread suffering 
at home and abroad. 

The condition of Ireland cannot be called 
satisfactory when we consider that after ' 


extreme measures later’on, 

Paramount among the questions of the day 
I place the Trade a Industry of our 
country. The depression of trade, the wide- 
spread destitution and suffering of the 
workers cannot be denied, and the crisis has 
lasted too long to be explained away in the 
usual stereotyped manner. An inquiry has 
been asked for, which the Government has 
refused, and in repiy to the “ bitter cry” of 
the destitute thousands we are tickled with 
misleading statistics which prove we are 
wonderfully rich, and that workmen ought 
therefore to be thankful while their stomachs 
are empty. I have long been convinced of 
the fallacy of our one-sided system of col- 
lection of revenue, by which nearly one hun- 
dred and fifty millions are levied on English 
produce and manufactures, while the same 
articles, if made by foreigners, escape all 
direct taxation whatever. This cannot be 
changed too soon if British trade is not to 
decay hopelessly, and [I think the time has 
fully come when all other nations should be 
invited to take their choice between complete 
Free Trade with us, or Fair Trade based on 
the equalisation of taxation between home 
and foreign producers. On this question I 
have spoken frequently in Hackney, and my 
desire has always been that such a subject 
should be treated not as a Party but as a 
National question. ; 

On such questions as the “ Government of 
London,” I hold that while there is need for 
improvement, any scheme to be satisfactory 
and economical must secure the fullest mea- 
sure of Local Self-Government, as in that 
are found the roots of our whole Constitu- 
tional system of Government; and in the 
preservation and encouragement of local 
Rael ee and public interest, are to be 

ound the best safeguards against the vices 
of centralisation. 

On the proposed Merchant Shipping Bill 
itis not necessary to dilate, as the whole 
matter has been referred to a Commission. 

Although by birth and training a Noneon- 
formist, | have ever resisted attacks on the 
Church of England or the Church of Scot- 
land, whether proceeding fiom avowed 
Atheists or from my fellow Dissenters, as I 
could never understand how the cause of re- 
ligion, morality, or the highest forms of 
Christianity could be advanced by damaging 
Churches which had done so much for Edu- 
eation, Missions, Temperance, and the ge- 
neral well being of the people. With any 
assault on existing institutions, whether 
prompted by ma!i:e, greed, envy or unreason, 


| have no sympathy ; and while I know that - 


no human institution is perfect or even per 

manent, 1 also hold that all reforms of insti- 
tutions , religious, Civic, or governmental, 
ought to be conducted in a spirit of rever- 
ence, moderation, reason and wisdom. 

I am in favour of placing the power of 
dealing with Public Houses in the hands of 
the ratepayers,'as I am convinced that no 
loz slation can be effective on such social ques- 
tions, unless the great majority of the com. 
munity supportit ; and [know no better way 
to test the real opinion of a community on 
the Liquor Trade, than by giving them di- 
ect control, subject to some check against 
manifest injustice to any vested intere-t. 

There are many other questions which in 
an E ection Address would: cecipy to) much 
gpace, but oa which [ shall have the pleasure 
of speaking publicly, and L therefore refrain 
from dwelling upon them. It is my desire 
and intention in the conduct of the Electoral 
campaign to avoid all violence of expression 
and personalities, and I trust we shall have 
fair discussion and sound arguments on all 
sides. 

I appeal to all avowed Conservatives for 
their united support. I appeal to mod rate 
Liberals who value real treedom, fair dis- 
cussion and reasonable concession to honest 
cunvictions. appeal tou woikiug men who 
cherish the honour, dignity and integrity of 
the Empire,—the consolidation and confe- 
deration of our Colonies, which may be the 


future homes for their children,—and the 


securing of fair play for British industry. I 
appeal to all social reformers who consider as 
I do, that the social and moral regeneration 
of a prople far transcends all legislative 
reforms.

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NOTES OF THE WEEK, 


Peculiar interest attaches to the election on ‘Watey last of Mr. Israel Hart 
as Mayor of Leicester. He is the first Jew appointed Chief Magistrate of that 
town and received the unanimous support of all parties—Tory, Liberal, Church 
and Secular—in the Town Counci’. Times have, indeed, changed in Leicester. 
About 1230 Simon de Montfort, Earl of Leicester, granted a charter to the borough 


for the total exclusion of the Jews. from Leicester, and, itissaid, they took refuge 
near the Jewry wall—a portion of which is still preserved. The charter recited, . 
“Tet it be universally known that [ (Simon de Montfort), for the health of my 


soul and the souls of my ancestors and successors, have granted and by this my 
present charter confirmed, for me and my heirs in perpetuity, to my burgesses of 
Leicester and their heirs, that no Jew or Jewess in my time or in the time of my 
heirs, to the end of the world, shall within the liberty of the town of Leicester 
inhabit, remain, or obtain any residence.” Leicester has profited by its change 


j of feeling towards the Jews, _Mr. Hart is one of the most popular men of the 


borough. He has served the office of High Bailiff for several years, and has 
presented to the town a building for a Free Library and one of the handsomest 
public drinking fountains in England. 


The routine proceedings of the last meeting of the Board of Guardians were 


agreeably diversified by the presentation of an interesting memento of Sir Moses 


Montefiore. The President of the Board, Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, had the happy 
thought of presenting to it an oaken casket containing the letter in which Sir 
Moses had presented his last contribution of £100, together with a photograph 
of the cheque itself. In the sympathetic and not too fulsome specch with which 
Mr. Cohen accoinpanied his gift, he rightly laid stress on the unique character of 
the late celebration. It was appropriate that such a memorial should exist of 
the typical Jewish philanthropist in the Board-room of the typical Jewish 
charitable institution. Sir Moses’s cheques seem recently to have risen in value 
both here and in America. In the latter country a cheque for £5, signed by the 


venerable Baronet, now stands framed (uncashed) tn a banker's rlour, while 
pa | 


another for £3 was sold for. 3100, the extra proceeds being devoted to a Jewish 
charity. Such marks of veneration for even the slightest memento of Sir Moses 
may seem trivial, but they are evidence of a feeling that is by no means trivial. 


At the same meeting of the Board of Guardians a characteristic letter was 
reported as having been addressed to the Whitechapel District Board of Works, and 
calling their attention to the defective sanitary state of many parts of that district. 
The letter was characteristic as exemplifying the practical nature of Jewish charity. 


Last year, our readers will remember, a great Outcry was raised about “Outcast — 


London,” and for some time afterwards slumming ’’ became a fashionable pag- 
time, soon to die out as other occasions for sentiment and sensation arose. Jewish 
attention was years before drawn to the subject, and it has been kept in mind 
ever since ; and an immediate attempt is made to effect at any rate such improve- 


ments as the present state of the law allows. The matter is not allowed to drop, | 


and this is the fourth occasion on which the attention of the Whitechapel Board 
has been called to the neglect of their duty, shown in the insanitary state of 
many strects in Whitechapel. It may be taken for granted that if these con- 
tinued applications fail of effect, an appeal will be made to the Local Government 
Board to bring their superior powers into action. If the example of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians were followed throughout London, we might hope for a 
permanent amelioration of “ Outcast London.” But it seems as if the general 


public require some sensation or some pressing fear, like the dread of cholera, to 


rouse them into even temporary and spasmodic action.

The Exhibition of Turnery executed by the pupils of the Lionel Rothschild — 


School at Jerusalem, which has been held during the week at the Bayswater 
Jewish Schools, must be regarded as a favourable indication of the promise and 
capacity of the pupils. The Director of the School, M. Nissim Behar, was care- 
ful to explain to visitors that the articles exhibited were mere crude samples, 
shown to indicate the first attempts of the pupils. The results of the 
exhibition will have the good effect of exciting increased interest in the Roth- 
schild School. It should have also the indirect, but valuable, advantage of 
creating a market here for the olive-wood objects made in such large quantities 
in Jerusalem. We are assured that they can be sold in London as cheaply as are 
similar articles made from commoner and less beautiful wood which are imported 
from Germany and France. The conversionists in Jerusalem eompete with the 
Jewish turners who find a great and unfair competition in the Christian Mission, 
which can afford to undersell them. Every artifice is used to induce tourists 


to buy from the Mission, rather than from Jewish turners in the ordinary way. 


The interesting communication from Mrs. Boole, printed in our columns this 
week, is of particular value. She enables us, as it were, to “see ourselves as 
others see us.” It is so rarely that an “ outsider” can fully sympathise with 
Jewish thought and feeling that we have to be content. with ignorant praise or 
still more ignorant blame. Mrs. Boole writes with full knowledge and sympathy. 
Hence her criticisms are suggestive and deserve careful attention. The practical 
suggestion which she makes—that Jews who are really Jews should make thea 
selves more accessible to Christians—would, if adopted, lead to equally sympa 


thetic knowledge on the part of other Christians, and the evil effocts produced —

by renegades would be thus counterbalanced. It is the account of these effects 
which is particularly novel and valuable in Mrs. Boole’s paper. It would scarcely 
be possible for a Jew to estimate the harm done by those J ews who deny their 
birthright, and make it their aim to be a bad imitation of Christian gentility. 


“We mentioned last week that the Mile End New Town Synagogue, which | 


was consecrated the other day, is the product of exclusively Jewish labour. 
Most of the workmen were Russian refugees. The circumstance is pleasing as 
well as novel. It isa proof that the common notion about the Jews of Russia 
and Poland is an erroneous one. It is usually supposed that our coreligionists in 


those countries are not accustomed to manual labour, that if they are not paupers 


they at any rate get their living by hawking and occupations of a like character. 
The contrary is the fact. Handicraft trades hold an important place among the 
industries of the Russian and Polish Jews—that is to say, of such of them as 
remain in their own country. Those who visit these shores have, generally 
speaking, been persons whose poverty has resulted from an ignorance of a useful 
vocation. Hitherto we have received the worst specimens of the Russo-Jewish 
workman. Persecution, however, has driven hither the skilled artizan, and hence 
the unfamiliar circumstance of a building in London being mainly raised by 
Russian Jéws. It is sincerely to be hoped that these industrious workmen, who 
are striving to repair the injury which oppression, has inflicted upon them, may 
find abundant employment in this country. 


It is pleasing to find that the Shechita Board has arrangements in view by 
which kosher meat from New Zealand will be introduced into England. It is to 
be hoped that the Board will give every facility for effecting so desirable a con- 
summation. With meat at its present high price, the arrangement in question 
would prove a great boon to the poor and the lower middle class. Probably our 
Swiss coreligionists might see reason to take advantage of it. The question 
whether the Jewish mode of slaughtering animals is not cruel enough to be 
prohibited appears to have reached a crisis in Switzerland. The Shechita Board 
should also take notice of the great growth of London, and give increased faci- 
lities for the supply of kosher meat in the suburbs. It appears, for instance, 
absurd that the Jews of the extreme north-west of London should be entirely 


dependent for kosher meat on the supply from the Deptford and Whitechapel 
markets. 


On the 30th October there died in London a worthy woiuan named Margaret 
Williams, at the age of 81. She had spent all her life as nurse in Jewish fami- 
lies, and even in her early years was so good, true, and motherl y a servant that 
the children became attached to her, and in their time employed her when they 
were married and had families. Thus she had charge of no less than three 


generations of Halfords, and of two in the family of the late Mr. Leon Solomon. 


When her health failed her, she was supported by an annuity purchased for her 
by her former charges. But she had saved money, and, though a zealous Pro- 
testant, never allowed a Bar Mitzvah to pass in the families with whom she bad 
lived without making a very handsome present to the hero of the day. She-used 
to say that as all her money had come from the Jews it should go back to them 
when she died. And she has kept her word, for the funds of which she was 
possessed have been left by a properly-attested will to the Jews’ Hospital at 


Norwood. Her funeral was attended by several Jewish gentlemen, who had 
known and respected her for years.

‘It is said, that mainly owing to the new hawking laws, thousands of Jews are 
rendered homeless and starving ; if this be so, no one will gainsay that it is our 
plain duty to keep them at least from death's door, and relief committees and other 
similar means should, and no doubt will, be formed to temporarily assist these poor 
people. But such assistance must not interfere with or obscure the further and 
more trying duty of the Committee, which is to submi’ to the Council of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, afterwards to the public, and then, perhaps, to the whole ciyi. 
lised world, some well-considered, feasible proposals which will have the effect of 
permanently ameliorating the condition of the Roumanian Jews. It is not for me, 
an insignificant member of the Executive, to attempt to foretell what those pro- 
posals will be, but whatever they may be, I am sure from the earnest and careful 
thought which the Committee, specially entrusted by the Council to report to it,

THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE OF JAMAICA. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “

Sir,— Your curtailment of of my last week’s communication in reference to the 
‘ United Synagogue’ of Jamaica has led to some erroneous conclusions in regard 
to the fulfilment of the conditions specified in the London Committee’s appeal for 
aid, which conditions, you imply, have only been partially carried out by saying 
“the major part of them being now met.”’ Ifsuch were the case it would seriously 
affect further contributions, and gainsay my assertion that the “ United Synagogue’”’ 
was an “established fact.” Tocounteract the effect of this I must solicit the pub- 
lication of the following brief particulars : 

It has been asserted that the generous and disinterested services and conditions 
of the London Canvassing Committee have ledto the organisation of “three” dis- 
tinct synagogues in Kingston. Nothing can be further from the truth. Opposition 
to the Union has certainly (as I foresaw) arisen, from a few Portuguese as well as. 
Germans, both of which must ultimately prove fruitless, as I shall proceed by 

facts to show. The only possible tangible action has been on the part of the 
Portuguese, mainly, if not solely, at the instance of the very gentleman who took 
the first prominent action to promote the union, He is avery old and esteemed 
friend of mine, whose offended dignity orcaprice has Jed him, in his bitter present 
hostility, even to lay the foundation stone of a synagogue‘ to uphold the ancient 
Portuguese congregation.’ Let me show the basis on which this step is grounded. 
Ican clearly and readily do so by analysing the published contributions towards it 
to date. The amount contributed from abroad, collected prior to the contemplation 
of a union, sums up to (from the following distant communities, viz., London, Paris, 


Manchester, Melbourne, Philadelphia, Aitlanto, Barbados, Panama. St. Thomas, and | 


Curacoa) £233 15s, 11d. From Portuguese and German Jews resident in Jamaica 
£244 14 6d., above half of which is given by the gentleman before referred to and 
his partner, and from Christian friends in Jamaica £119 4s, 6d., total £597 14s, 11d. 
The “ United Synagogue’”’ has paid nearly double that sum for land alone ; and the 
aynagogue is estimated to cost about £5,000, The German oppositionists have raised 
no money, and only instituted a lawsuit to settle, without any reflection, the right 
of property. I have heard from reliab!e authority, that they now admit that their 


power to establish a German synagogue is a failure, as is equally the capability even 


jointly to erect another synagogue, This is clearly evident from the following

SIR MOSES MONTEFIORE AT HOME. 


Much has been written within the last few days about Sir Moses Monte- 
fiore’s career and his public virtues. But of his everyday life and his private 
character, of his sayings and doings and surroundings, only a few details have 
been published. This was inevitable. While a man’s outward life is accessible 
to everyone who will take the trouble to gather together its incidents, his home 
life can be known only to his most intimate associates. The following lines are 
intended to supply a deficiency which many of the thousands that love and 
revere the excellent centenarian must have felt. They aim at giving an idea, 
however faint, of Sir Moses Montefiore, not as he was, but as he is, after a 
hundred years of life, in the comparative seclusion of his quiet country home. 
The facts herein set forth might be indefinitely multiplied. Those of the 
venerable baronet’s friends who are privileged to see him frequently, have trea- 
sured up in their memories a host of good things which he has cither said or 
done in these latter days. And fromthcir precious store a volume of interesting 
matter could be filled. But the following brief account will suffice for its pur- 
pose. Further details could only deepen the lines of the picture not make it 
atruer one. Certain it is that anything that can help to stamp on the mind 
a clearer image of the man’s personality will, at this moment especially, be 
read with eagerness, | | 

Everyone knows Sir Moses Montefiore’s house at Ramsgate ; for it has been 
described more than ohce. The quaint old Gothic: pile standing on the edge of 
the cliff, almost overhangs the sea, whose roar and unrest forcibly contrast 


with the peacefulness of the life that is gently ebbing towards the end. The 


low-pitched ceilings make the rooms as quaint as the exterior of the house with 
its quadrangle and its spires. Most persons have heard of “the Gothic hbrary ” ; 
and the bedroom with its bay window looking on the sea has, by this time, 
become ‘historic. Then there is the subterranean passage leading from the 
grounds to the shore, now blocked up owing to the fall of the cliff, but once the 
delight of the many children who were invited to spend a happy day at East 
Cliff Lodge. The sea-end of the passage can be discerned by anyone with sharp 
eyes who walks along the sands from Ramsgate to Dumpton Gap. As for the 
grounds, they are not very extensive. Their sole claim to picturesqueness lies 
in the background formed by the ocean. The Queen, when she was a girl, had 
the entrée of them. She was staying at Broadstairs with the Duchess of Kent 
at the time, and Sir MoSes Montefiore gave her a key to the gates. 
dozen persons are permitted by the vencrable philanthropist’s kindness to have 
a key now. it enables the possessor to take a short cut to the house. 

Not a stone’s throw from East Clif Lodge are monuments of the good old 
man’s piety and benevolence. .There is the synagogue with its large clock out- 
side—an unusual feature in a Jewish house of prayer—the chimes of which can 
be heard half a mile off. The dial bears the legend: ‘* Time flies, Virtue alone 
remains.” The interior of the synagogue is prettier than the exterior. Its most 
attractive objects are the Scrolls of the Law—there are more than twenty—with 
their handsome bells and rich vestments. The scrolls include some excellent 
specimens of Hebrew caligraphy. ‘The parchment, too, is of the finest. For 
thirty-five years it has been the practice of Sir Moses to have a Sepher written 
for himannually. According to orthodox usage, he fills inthe concluding words 
of Deuteronomy with his own hand. The thirty-fifth Sepher has reached him 
within the last few days. He frequently presents the Scrolls on their completion 
to some needy congregation. The gifts he has thus made are to be’ seen in 
various parts of the world. The servicein the synagogue is conducted on rigidly 


orthodox linis. Sir Moses still takes the most lively interest in.cverything con- 


nected with his httle place of worship, and will not permit the smallest inno- 
vation to be introduced.

THE WAYS OF THE CONVERSIONISTS. 


Some recent correspondence in the Times connected with the Jerusalem 
Bishopric, has again drawn attention to the tactics of the Conversionists. 
Recent persecutions have seemingly revived their zeal, they have seen in the 
mistortunes of the Jews of Russia and Roumania an opportunity of plying 
their trade, and at the same time a good excuse for appealing for more funds. 
They have been especially active at Jerusalem, and it is for the purpose of 
counteracting their insidious action that we once more draw attention to 
this well-worn and unsavoury subject. 


We are glad to discern so many signs that the business of conversion is 
much less prosperous than it used to be. The constant appeal for furids 
now being made seems to show that the societies have more difficulty in 
The Christian world is ‘at last becoming 
conscious of the mixture of bad taste and intolerance involved in attempts to 
convert Jews by paid agents and through temporal bribes. The 
example of Jews themselves has ‘not been without effect in showing 


that money may be better expended in raising the social condition of one’s 


fellow-citizen than in saving his soul. The traffic in soulsis becoming more 


and more discredited, and it may be hoped that the present century will see 
the end of the insults and interference which make up the ordinary conduet 
of the conversionist. Our Christian friends and neighbours now begin to 


see that bad manners andunilerhanded conduct are not. to be countenanced 


because they arc cloaked under the name of religion. 

Conversion by fair argument we have nothing to say against. very 
religion must be content to meet opposing views and give way if defeated, 
But whatis “fairargument”? Surely it is not going to a starving man 
with a loaf in one hand and the Gospel in the other, and saying, “ 


you shall 
have that if you will accept this.” 


Surely it is not making a man’s livelihood 
or his children’s elucation dependent on your good will, and then showing that 
your good will can be most easily gained by giving assent to a number of 
metaphysical and mystic doctrines which the Jew is rendered incapable of 
understanding by every influence of his early:training. The number of Jews 
who have been convinced by mere force of reason, unaccompanied by social 
or economic considerations, might be counted on the fingers. The difficul- 
ties offered by the doctrines of the Trinity ant Incarnation are simply 
insuperable to men who have had the Unity and Incorporeality of Gop 
impressed on their minds by every act of fanuly and public worship through- 
out their most impressionable years. 

The conversionist organs claim that their emissaries do not win over 
converts by temporal considerations. It is difficult to reconcile this state- 
ment with the knowledge we possess of the large incomes spent by these 
Societies compared with the small number of ‘‘ souls” they capture, and with 
the unanimous evidence of those who have been assailed by their induce- 
ments. In Jerusalem particularly we are assured by trustworthy witnesses 
that every means are adopted to obtaina holdon the temporal interests of the 
poorer inhabitants of the Holy City. Many incidents seem to show that the con- 
versionists even borrow some of their tactics from the armoury of the Jesuits 
and do evil that what they consider good may come of it. Any little local 
quarrel among Jews is sedulously fostered by these as Christians in order 
to weaken Jewish feeling and obtain influence, 


The elaborate organization of the conversionists at Jerusalem can only | 


be described as a huge system of insidious bribery. If a Jerusalem Jew is 
hungry or is ill, or wishes to have his children educated or taught a trade, if 
he wishes even to write a letter to Europe, he knows that he can ebtain his 
wish for the mere asking, by applying to the conversionists. True they lay 
no condition on granting these requests : they have too much of the serpent’s 
wisdom for that. They know that any direct attempt to attack his creed 
would rouse Jewish feeling too strongly for them to hope for success. But 
every indirect influence that can be brought upon him is exerted. Hebrew 
New Testaments are put in his way, he has paraded before him the sleek 
catachumens who have already succumbed to temptation, he is enticed to 


attend services in Hebrew with everything Christian toned down or expunged

further repetition of the combination of colonization and evangelization. But 
do they want such a colony to succeed? Is it not rather to the interests of 
the Society that the colonists should become more and more dependent on 
them ? There is to be “ perfect religious liberty ” at the colony, of course, but 
meanwhile “four baptisms ” have taken place already and a missionary is to 
form a permanent officer of the community. It is scarcely necessary to add 


that “more funds” are wanted for this new venture, towards which no less» 
than £5,000 has already been subscribed. 


We do not care to conceal the feeling of contempt with which we regard 
the proceedings of these men. That some of them are sincere is probable, 
that most of the subscribers take a friendly interest in Jews is certain. But 
no less certain is it that the manner in which they attempt to reach theiraim 
is at variance with every English feeling of fair-play and tolerance. There are 
said to be no less than twenty different Societies for the conversion of the 
Jews, and thesum annually spent by them is probably not far short of £100,000. 
We forbear to venture on the well-worn calculation of the cost of making a 
bad Jew a worse Christian which might be deduced from these figures. But 
we cannot refrain from pointing out the greater opportunities for good which 
exist in all directions around us. The great social need of the time is that 
of humanising our fellow creatures, and this is a task in which all good 
citizens, Jew as well Christian, can heartily co-operate. Consider what a 
wide scope for work of this kind is afforded by the funds now spent in sup- 


porting a system which is daily becoming more repugnant to an Englishman’s. 
feelings. 


The fact is that Jews have been too lenient with these disturbers of 
family peace. There is no more glaring proof that sufferance is the badge of 
all our tribe than the patience with which Jews have borne the most out- 
rageous insults to all they hold sacred perpetrated by paid agents of the 
Conyersionist Society. In the reports which these emissaries have to send 
in they sometimes speak of the insults which they receive from Jews whom 
they have pestered with their texts and arguments. But what insult 
could be given to a body of men equal to that given by a fanatic at Norwich 
this year who entered the synagogue and 


interrupted the service 
during the most solemn moments of the Day of Atonement? And this 


is no solitary case. It can be seen from the reports published in the conver- 
sionists’ organs that the synagogue is chosen as the favourite place for 
pursuing their avocation. Or again, what can be more contemptible than the 
organised insult practised by some of the societies in sending tracts to Jewish 


houses so as to reach them on the Day of Atonement and other days | 


peculiarly sacred to Jews? Quite recently the conversionists tried to make 
capital about the interest displayed in Sir Moses Monrtrriore by sending 


tracts to all the Jewish gentlemen whose 1 names appeared in connection with 


the centenary celebration, 


The way in which Jews bear these repeated insults is, perhaps, only 
another instance of the manner in which they unostentatiously practise 
what Christians preach. Wherever the Coversionists go in the East, they 
are received kindly and hospitably and allowed to have their say in peace 


The forbearance shown to them and the want of consideration shown by 
them are, both alike, remarkable. 


Here, in England, the case is somewhat 
different. 


The habits of English society are opposed to any house-to-house 
v.sitation, and we are, therefore, spared much of the annoyance which out 
Kastern brethren bear so patiently, But there are many attempts made 
even here to get up controversies in public places, 


and it remains to be seen 
whether legal measures may not be 


taken to prevent what certainly comes 
under the technical description of inciting to a breach of the peace, 


We fancy that these societies would lese much of the support they 
receive from well meaning persons if the harmful effect. of their action in 
Jerusalem were put in its true light. There can be no doubt that a large 
proportion of the contributions given to these societies is directly intended 
to ameliorate the condition of poor Jews, quite apart from any attempt at 

It is only on this ground that the appeals can be 
justified which so often appear for Relief and Aid Funds. Yet these funds 
are directly instrumental in deteriorating the position of the recipients, both 
morally and socially, By offering a rivarly to Jewish institutions, they produce 
an impression that religion can be made a matter of bargaining. The 
Societies form an impediment in the way of all attempts made by Jews for 
the amelioration of their Jerusalem coreligionists. They cause hatred between 
the believing Jew and the Christian, which both must alike deplore. They 
bring into play dubious agencies which lower the moral standard of the Jew 
who receives and the Christian who gives. The one takes money to satisfy 
material wants, the other supplies it because he thinks he is spreading 
Christian truth. The deduction from all this is clear enough, and if the 
lesson of the facts we have mentioned is not taken to heart, so much the 
worse for the vaunted disinterestedness of those who administer the funds 
contributed, we still believe, for objects which are in themselves praiseworthy, 
but which are by no means attained by the Conversionist Societies.

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SOME REMOVABLE CAUSES OF THE JUDENHETZE 


[BY MRS. MARY BOOLE. | 


The main causes of the present persecution of Jews are of course identical 


with those which brought about so much trouble in the Middle Ages. Worldly 


people are jealous of their commercial prosperity ; and sentimental people are 
irritated by the constant witness borne by their tenacious vitality to the truth, 
that the Author of our frame sees fit to show more favour to the steady per- 
formance of known duties than to any form of emotional self-indulgence. But 
a great deal would be gained if all those who are above being influenced by un- 
worthy motives could quite unreservedly feel that no motives for persecution 
exist except unworthy ones. ‘Two factors are at work to prevent this desirable 
end, which it is in the power of Jews themselves to remove, and of the effect of 
which in injuring their cause few of them seem to have any adequate idea, 
The Jews who are best worth knowing are so difficult to get to know, that most 
of us are perforce driven to form our opinion of the nation from unfavourable spe- 
cimens ; and then again, a man strikes one as ‘‘ Jewish” precisely in proportion 
as he departs from the traditions handed down by those who in old times founded 
a wholesome family discipline on a study of the Hebrew organization and a 
knowledge of its peculiar dangers. This last statement may secm to unobservant 
people paradoxical ; but all who know anything of the science of culture will 
recognize it as a truism. 

First as to the difficulty of getting to know Judaism on its best side. Every 
Christian of my acquaintance who has become intimate with well-cducated Jews, 
of any rank in life, feels that such friendships are among our greatest privileges, 


But the number of Christians who succeed in doing so is still comparatively 


small. Teachers say to me sometimes this kind of thing: “ Do you really like 


having Jewish pupils? I cannot say I do. They work steadily, give little 
trouble, and are very free from hysterical absurdities ; but one never seems to 
get at them soinchow ; there is no response, no cordiality. The fact 1s L know 
nothing about them.’ ‘Then usually follows the admission: “I did get intimate 
with a few; andthey were unfavourable specimens.” So it is everywhere. 
Most Christians have met well-trained Jews “in gencral society’; at large par- 
ties, or In business, or on committees ; their private acquaintance Hes amovg 
renegades ; or at best among unpatriotic and indifferent Jews. There is a certain 
type of Hebrew gentleman, who, while conforming to all the obligatory rules of 
his religion, keeps his family as tgnorant as possible of the history and literature 
of their ancestors. The motive probably is to * widen their minds ” by securing 
more time for their “ general education” ; but if'so, it is (speaking merely 
the secular point of view and apart altogether from religion), a very penny-wise 
and pound-foolish sort of cconomy. One of the mysterious principles of the 
science of lieredity on which rests the art of education seems to be this: thet 
though superficial smartness and polish can be rapidly gained by acquaintance 
with the literature of other nations, the truest and most harmonious mental de- 
velopment is that which is founded on a loving study of the best thoughts of 
one’s own ancestors.

The most unfortunate part of the cace is that the Jewish Junta of Tangier, which 


was the most energeticin its repretentations at first, now turns tail in presence of the © 


Vizier’s false letter, wherein he tells Signor Scovassu that the deputation had an 
audience of the Sultan, and His Majesty has granted an edict in their favour. 


Theunfortunate Jews to whom the Junta communicated this fact very justly re- — 


mind us that when in 1864 a special edict was granted to Demnat through the 
venerable philanthropist Sir Moses Montefiore, those who presented it to the 
Governor were imprisoned for three months, and were only released after paying 
four thousand three hundred dollars. They declare that going back without some 
guarantee will expose them to their persecutor’s vengeance, and he will be remorse- 
less towards them. ‘ Goand try,” saysthe Junta,“ and if the persecution is re- 
peated, then we will speak again,” But those who have suffered so much properly 
observe that they would rather decline the honour of serving as experiment, since 
if any were tojfall victims to the vengeance of the Governor, the Junta cannot restore 
him to life. Help must needs come from abroad, whence alone strong pressure can 
be exercised so as to compel the Sultan to fulfil his solemn pledges or declare his 
inability. | 

Without any desire to be an alarmist, I feel in duty bound to state that unless 
an exemplary action is taken by the authorities with regard to this Governor, we 
shall witness greater outrages by other functionaries in interior towns, as all the 
‘governors are watching with greedy cyes the result of the Demnat affair. 

For several years past many Jewsat Tez, who enjoy foreign protection, walk 
through the town with their shoes en. Last ycar some native subjects waited on 
the Sultan’s brother and Viceroy, and asked why the Sultan's subjects should enjoy 
less privileges than foreign protégés?

Letters were read from Mrs. Samuel, acknowledging the vote of condolence 
passed to her by the Board on the death of her son, Mr. Sydney M. Samuel, the

The PRESIDENT again rose and sald : I do not propose, ventlemen, to 
anything here of the nature of comment unon-Sir Mases Montefiore’s eminent 
and philanthropie career. We have probably all of us ih some capacity, and 
some of us in many capacities, humbly joined in that chorus of appreciation, 
‘h for spont ity, for universality, and for sine rity, conatitutes. probably 
bie manifestation of modern tinves—a manifestation fully as 
gratifying to the Jewish nation as to the eimincat individual in whose honour it 
was evoked. But what I wish to doin this room, and before the members. of 
this Board, is to preserve for this institution some record in connection with this 
interesting anniversary of the letter which has just been read, and of the fact 
that-this institution was chosen by my venerable relative as one of the channels 
for the distribution of his bounty. Gentlemen, it is now just seven years ago 
that Sir Moses, on lis 94th birthday, honoured me by a cli que for £94 for dis- 
tribution in the same manner as that preseribed in the letter read to-night. I 
have received a similar benefaction on each succeeding year. May the anniver- 
sary long be ¢imilarly celeorated, . But, gentlemen, I feel that Lowe the receipt 
of this gratifying letter, as far as'‘T am concerned, to the honour of filling the 
office of your President, and I have thought it would be agreeable to you to 
preserve some memento of this event. I have this year, therefore, had the 
cheque photographed, and beg to be allowed to’ present a copy to every member 
of the Board, while I have much pleasure in asking the Board itself to accept, 
and to place on its mantle-shelf an oak casket, in which I have enclosed the 
letter of Sir Moses and the envelope in which it was sent to me (both of which 
bear his signature), as also a photograph of the cheque itself. 
may Jong remain in our Board-room as a memento ef the occasion which it 
commemorates, and [ have liad placed on it an inscription which records the 
circumstance under which it was presented.

Mr. C. SamvEL informed the Board that the Industrial Committee found 
some difficulty at present in obtaining masters for their apprentices. The mem- 
bers would render great assistance to the work of the Committee if they could 
find masters among the merchants and tradesmen with whom they had business 
connections ; superior employment might thus be found for Jewish lads. 

A correspondence from New York and Philadelphia, relative to emigration, 
was referred to the Emigration Committee. oe 

A letter was read from Mr. Samuel Montagu, definitely resigning his seat at 
the Board. Mr. Montagu stated that he would, however, continue to take a lively 
interest in the welfare of the Board, with which he had been connected for 
nearly a quarter of a century. | 

Mr. L. L. ALEXANDER brought up the report of the Sanitary Committee. 
The report stated that Mr. N.S. Joseph, accompanied on one occasion by Dr. 
Asher, had visited a large number of houses. The inspection occupied much 
time, and placed the Committee in possession of detailed evidence of great value. 
Acting on the knowledge thus obtained, the Sanitary Committee has sent to the 
Whitechapel District Board of Works, in whose district most of the houses thus 
visited are situate, a strong remonstrance, signed by every member of the t’om- 
mittee, with respect to the very unsanitary condition of a large part of their 
district. This communication has been referred by the Whitechapel Authority 
toa Committee, and they have in the meantime requested this Board to furnish 
to them the particulars of the places and premises, whose condition was com- 

lained of ; and this information will be supplied within the next few days. The 

etter of the Sanitary Committee having been partially reproduced in several im- 
portant newspapers, there was no doubt that the success of the Board in this in- 
stance would cause other similar bodies to pay increased attention to the com- 


_ plaints of the Board. . 
The report of the Sanitary Inspector was to the following effect: From . 

June 9th to Nov. 5th, number of houses visited, 1.429 ; number up to standard of 

parish, 1,086 ; number entirely remedied, 86 ; number partially remedied, 101 ; 


number without water supply to w.c., 1,327. | 

Mr. E. M. Leon called attention to the fact that a large number of children, 
pupils of the Jews’ Free School (of which he is Vice-President), were sent by 
their parents in the evening to the Chedarim, the sanitary condition of which it 
was well known, left much to be desired. Mr. Leon moved that the members of 
the Sanitary Committee be requested to visit the Chedarim, with the view, if 
possible, to prevent overcrowding and to improve their condition. 

Dr. M. Davis observed that the health of the children was seriously impaired 
by their being kept nearly the whole of the day at school. He trusted that the 
Sanitary Committee would be able to effect some good in the matter. 

Mr. A. RosENFELD said that from his experience as a member of the Relief 


Committee he knew that a large number of the children of the poor were sent 


exclusively to the Chedarim. Personally, he felt inclined to refuse relief to any 
parent whose children did not attend a proper school, such as the Jews’ Free 
School. | | 

Mr. Leon’s motion was adopted. | | 

A discussion took place concerning the case of four deserted children in 
parochial workhouse schools. It was strongly urged by Mr. L. Lewisohn and 
Mr. B. I. Van Staveren that it was a primary duty of the Board to ensure that 
Jewish children deserted by their: parents should be trought up as Jews, and 
should not be permitted to fall into the hands of the conversionists. 

Mr. Lewisonn accordingly moved, and Mr. VAN STAvEREN seconded, that 


immediate steps be taken to place the children under the guardianship of the 


Board. | | 

After some remarks from Mr. A. E. SypNey, who said that, whilst personally 
sympathising with the proper feelings of the previous speakers, the Board should 
pause before assuming heavy financial responsibilities, and before placing a pre- 
mium on the desertion of children, the further consideration of the subject was 
adjourned to the next meeting. | 

The returns of the Conjoint Mansion Hyuse Relief Committee, stating that 

24 cases had been assisted at a cost of £49 15s. 8d., and the financial statement, 
showing a deficit balance of £545, were laid on the table. 

The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair. 


THE SANITARY COMMITTEE OF THE JEWISH BOARD OF 
| GUARDIANS. 
The following is the full text of the important communication addressed 
by the Sanitary Committee of the Jewish Board of (;uardians to the Whitechapel 
Board of Works, to which we briefly referred last week :— 
| “October 30th, 1884. 
“To the Chairman and Members of the Whitechapel Board of Works, 

 *Gentlemen,—We, the members of the Sanitary Committee of the Board of 
Guardians for the Relief of the Jewish Poor, beg leave to call your attention to the 
fact that, in a very large number of cases of sanitary defects brought to your notice 


in the months of June, July, and August last, no remedial action has been taken 
While we readily acknowledge the great courtesy with which our 


representations sre invariably received by your medical officers and your two sani- 
tary inspectors, yet, jadging from practical results, we are under the strong impres- 
sion that the action of your Board, in these and timilar cases, is neither as prompt 
nor as cogent, nor as effectual, as the needs of the cases demand; and we respect- 
fully suggest that you appoint additional inspectors in order to compel a more 
prompt and complete compliance with sanitary requirements. After careful in- 
vestigation, we are of opinion that the general sanitary state of the houses inhabited 
by the poorin your district is most unsatisfactory, and we believe that in the event 


. of the outbreak of any epidemic in the metropolis, the rseult will be disastrous to 


your district, where all the external conditions favourable to the spread of disease 
exist to the fullest degree, Moreover, we find in most particulars the sanitary 
condition of the dwellings t» be far below the very moderate standard required by 
the regulations framed by yon, under the provisions of the Sanitary Act, 1866. The 
yards at the rear of the houses are seldom, if ever, ‘ sufficiently paved with proper 
and suitable materiale,’ ror ‘ tufficiently drained so as to run dry and effectually 
take off all waste or surface water,’ as required by the 17th clause of your regula- 
tions, and the result ueually is that the rainfall penetrates into the foundations of 
the house, carrying with it the impurities of the yards and open dustbing, rendering 
the woodwork of the floors rotten, and converting the subsoil into a quagmire of 
fiith. Although in most cates some sort of drainage to the yards is provided, it is 
almost invariably ineffectual. The fall of the paving, which consists usually of 
‘fragments of flagstones, is generally in the wrong direction, so as to harbour instesd 
of discharging the moisture, while the trap into which the water is intended to 
‘discharge is most frequently either a sink stone or a bell-trap, the latter usually 
without a bell. Your 19th Regulation requires ‘all drains or sinks to be properly

It ia not surprising that sy yen 
have escaped the notice of your twosanitary inspectors, notwithstanding thei ra 
zeal and industry, seeing that these two officers have the sanitary charge of 
7,500 houses, and have many other important duties to perform under itd in 
tion besides thore of inspection. Among the most crowded neighbou hood 
several nuisances, prejudicial to health, have been found t) arise from the rae 
sence of noxious or offensive trades, either in the houses themselves or in their 
immediate proximity. We will give afew typical examples : At N ewman's Build. 
ings, Cox's Square, the basement isoccupied as a pickle factory, where fish and 
vegetables, apparently in various stages of decomposition, are salted. Ip this hon 
the inmates are always ill, At 41, Booth Street, there is a constant and sickhatae 
stench, caused by the furnaces of an adjoining brewery, erecte] close to the vine 
closet of the house, the heat, probably, acting on the contents of the drains is 
immediate proximity. At Perry Avenue, Booth Street, a great nuisance arises from 
amanufactory of cream cheese, the skimmed milk used for the purpose being, pro- 
bably, in a state of semi-decomposition, At 15, Duke Street the air is rendered 
suffocatins by the presence in the yard of a large number of portable potato 
steamers, or ovens heated by charcoal or coke stoves. At 33, Pelham Street, there 


is an open charcoal or coke stove in the yard at rear without any chimney, the effect | 


being the same as in the case last described. At 44, Pellam Street, there isa per: 
manent smell from a great manure heap in the stable at rear. There are also fre- 
quent exhalations from the ventilating grates of the sewerain the neighhourhoo! 
of large factories which discharge their refuse (frequently in a hot condition) into 
the public sewers. It is suggested that where these noxious exhalations from sewer 
ventilators exist, the ventilating grates might be stopped up, and upright shatts 
or pipes next the house substituted similar to those recently adopted by the City 
Commissioners of Sewers. A large numberof the houses in your district have been 
found so dilapidated as to be absolutely past remedy from a sanitary point of view. 
These are either so old or have been neglected by the owners for so many years 
that they may be considered rotten and poisonous throughout. The floors, walls, 
and ceilings reek with the impurities of perhaps half a century of neviect. There 
are also cases, in which apart from the rottenness of the structures themselves, 
the nature and position of the sanitary arrangements render the houses unfit for 
human habitation. We allude to such houses as have their water-closets situated 
in the basements immediate’y under inhabited rooms, or such as have their water- 
closets, dustbine, and water taps accessible only through. the cellars, which thus 
become receptacles of filth. 3 


appears to usthat you, asthe localauthority, might wisely exercise your powers, 


under the Nuisances Removal Act, sec. 13, by procuring magistrates’ orders for 
closing such houses as being unfit for human habitation. These. houses may fairly 
be regarded as putrid and pestilential dwellings, and we submit that they should 
You possess 
the statutory powers of eetting the law in action for the prohibition of such 


dwellings, and whatever hardship such a course may entail on the owners (who 


after all have noreal grievance, seeing that they have fully exhausted all reasom 
able use of these worn-out houses), we feel sure that you, as tlic health authority. 
will, in dealing with these dwellings, regard solely the safety a 
welfare of those for whose lives and health you are legally and morally respom 
sible. ‘The compulsory closing of pestilential dwellings here euggestel wil 
involve no cost to the ratepayers, and the method is therefore not open to the ob- 
jection of expense that would be involved by condemning the houses under lorrens 
(Amended) Act. The houses, when closed, being unproductive of reat. would cer 
tainly be promptly pulled down by the owners, and their sites covered by baci 
dwellings.

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ROTHSCHILD SCHOOL AT JERUSALEM. 


‘A special meeting of the members of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association was held on Tuesday last, at the residence of Mr. Ellis A. Franklin, 
for the purpose of receiving a personal statement of M. Nissim Behar, the Director 
of the Kothechild School. regarding Jewish education ir Jerusalem. There were 
present : Mr. Ertis A. FRANKLIN, Treasurer, in the Chair; the Reve. A. Léwy, 
Professor Marks, J. Rabinowitz, and 8. Singer; Major Goldsmid, Dr. Maurice Davis; 
Messrs, J. Bergtheil, H. H. Collins, C. J. Davie, F. B. Halford, G. 8. Joseph, B. 
Kisch, J, Leversov, P. Magnus, B.A, Daniel Schloss, 0, J. Simon. Mesers, H. A. 
Franklin and Arthur E, Franklin were also present. 


| 


M. Nissim BEHAR delivered an interesting address in English. In the course ~ 


of his remarks he said: The instruction at the Rothschild school at Jerasalem 
offers so many advantages, that, in spite of fanaticism and hatred of raco, many 
non-Jewish families eagerly solicit the privilege of admistion for their children 
into the School, the great superiority of which over other institutions consists in the 
fact that attention is given to the teaching of bandicrafts. At present the institu- 
tion can only accommodate 120 pupils, of whom 72 are in-door apprentices. These 
are trained to become tailors, boot makers, joiners, carpenters, turners, and smiths. 
The time-table is so arranged that four hours are given to class lessone, and a similar 
number of hours to technical instruction. The pupils are thus constantly kept at 
work, without being over-taxed. In order to provide constant work for the appren- 
tices, it has been found neceesary to procure a rapid sale for the articles manufac- 
tured. Herein success has likewise been met with. Instruction, commerce, and 
labour being thus blended together, the institution has been able to overcome every 
prejudice that had been entertained against it. Local difficulties have been amicably 
removed, and the School has won the admiration of Jews and non-Jews at home 
and abroad. The modest enterprise may now be fairly extended. But to this 
extension there is a great drawback, viz., the nervis rerum, The requirements of 
the School in this respect are three-fold. The premises need alteration and enlarge- 
_ ment ata cost of £2,000. In consideration of the Russian pupils who attend the 
School, the Mansion House Committee has granted £500, provided a further sum of 
£1,500 ke raised from other sourcer. The purchase of machinery, implements, mo- 
dels, &c., will involve an outlay of £500 Lastly, the estimate of normal expendi- 
ture reaches £2,000 per annum ; towards this amount £1,300 are already forthcoming, 
and the Anglo-Jewish Asceociation is asked to increase its present subvention by 
£300, This extra grant will enable the School to secure the services of an Englieh- 
man, who shall instruct the pupils in every species of ironwork. The School would 
become a tevhnical normal institution, and within three years will be able to train 
young men capable of becoming teachers of mechanical pursuits in ether Eastern 
cities. 
The CHAIRMAN, after referring tothe excellent and interesting atatement of 
M, Nissim Behar and to the high qualifications he possessed, which so eminently 


fitted him for the position he occupied, invited the membersto make such observa- | 


tions as they might think proper. He mentioned that the present subsidy of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association to the school was £100 per annum, but the institution 
did not entirely rely upon contributions from societies. It received subventions 
from Sir N. M.de Rothschild, Mr, Samuel Montagu, and others. There had also 


been a large amount contributed to the funds of the school from the “ Jacob 
Franklin” Trust. | 


An interesting and informal -discassion then took place, and in reply to 


various questions, M. Nissim Behar stated that the services of an English teacher 
would be required for three years only, as at the expiration of that time he hoped 
‘that one of the pupils would bo sufficiently advanced to assume that position. He 
was convinced that the effect of admitting non-Jewish children into the school had 
been to the advantage of the Jewish community, and that the admixture of the 
children would eventually tend to remove prejudices. There were several hundred 
Jewish children ready to come into the school if the building were enlarged. Those who 
availed themselves of the advantages of the school had to forego their portion of the 
Chalukah, and hedid not think that providing the children with food tended in any way 
to pauperise them. A similar method was adopted in industrial schools in all large 
capitalsof Europe. With reference to the amalgamation with the German Orphan 
Asylum in Jerusalem, he thought thatthe proposal should in the first instance come 
from Dr, Herzberg, the Director of the Asylum, who hitherto had been opposed toa 
fusion, Attached to the Orphanage there were large grounds which could be built 
upon. They were severely hand capped, as the Jewish school had no water supply, 
every drop of water havingto be purchased, There were certain branches of work 
pursued at the school which produced a profit. 

Mr ,H, A. FRANKLIN explained that he personally had been in favourof an 


amalgamationof the two institutions in Jerusalem so far as related to technical in- © 


struction, There were 14 boarcers atthe Orphanage and 12 day scholare. He un- 
derstood that Dr, Herzberg was working out a scheme for combined action. 

Major GOLDSMID saii he would be sorry to see a union of the two institutions 
unless they were placed uuder one principal. If there were two directors, the insti- 
tution would certainly end ina failure. M, Nissim Bshar was the only man in Jeru- 
salem against whom he had never heard a word of comp'aint. There was great 
difficuty in obtaining the servic:s of an English master, but they had been recom- 
mended toa man who had served three years in the Royal Engineers, and who was 
a thorough mechanic, and was willing to accept the position at £20 a month 
with free residence. | 3 

In reply to a suggestion that a portion of the charitable gifts to the poor in 
Palestine might be diverted for the purpose of education, the SECRETARY (Rey. A, 
Lowy) mentioned that various bodiesin Australia had been so troubled with Sheluchin 
from the Holy Land that they had decided that in future all theie contributions 

would be sent through the medium of the Anglo-Jewish Association. He had no 
doubt that if the Colonies were applied to they would be willing to assist as they 
had hitherto done. | | 

It was ultimately resolved, on the motion of Mr. P. MAGNUS, seconded by Mr. 
B, KIscH, that having heard the statement of M. Nissim Behar, the consideration 
of the question of making an additional grant to the Industrial School of the 


Alliance at Jerusalem te referred to the Executive Committee, with power to confer 


with the existing committee of the School and with other bodies here and abroad 
interested in the technical instruction of young persons in Palestine, and to report 
fully on the question to the Council. 

On the motion of the Rey. 8. SINGER, secondei by the Rev, Prof. MARKs, a 
vote of thanks was unanimously passed to M, Nissim Behar for his excellent 
statement, 

M. Nissim BEHAR acknowledged the vote, and the proceedings terminated with 
a vote of thanks to the chair.

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THE CHOLERA IN ITALY. 
Our correspondent at Rome writes under the date of October 27th : ) 
The cholera has almost disappeared from our midst, We Jews have had to 


‘deplore but one deatn (that of Signor Abram Debenedetti, of Asti, which I had 


already reported to you) among the 12,000 who fell victims to the epidemic in Italy 
from its outbreak to the present day. Upwards of 30,000 francs have been contri- 
buted by members of the Jewish community towards the subscription lists for the 
relief of the sufferers from the cholera. The proportion which we contributed of the 
entire amount is largely in our favour. | i 

Among those who greatly distinguished themselves during the dark days through 
which Italy has just passed, was a young coreligionist, Professor Michel Angiolo 
Lampronti, a descendant of the celebrated author of “Pachad Yitschak,” Dr. Isaac 
Lampronti of Ferrara, He went to Naples in order to lighten the sufferings of the 


_cholera-stricken poor. He was himself attacked by cholerine, and had to be taken to 


a hospital. Before he had recovered he was most anxious to leave his bed, in order 
to resume his philanthropic work, but he was peremptorily forbidden by those who 
surrounded him. Another Jew who took an active share in the adoption of measures 
for restricting the ravages of the plague was Signor Parenzo, Member of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, The fearless devotion with which he laboured in the provinces of 


The pupils of the Jewish Infant Schools in Rome have sent the result of the 


collection made among them to the Cholera Relief Committee, and Commander 


Ulderico Levi has forwarded a handsome gift, accompanied by a letter, in which he 
observes that an officer should not restrict his operations to the battle field, but 


should also be ready with his purse at the call of Charity. 


THE LATE MR. L. M. ROTHSCHILD. 


The remains of the late Mr. L. M. Rothschild, who died in Paris on the 28th 
ult., were temporarily interred in that city on the 3lst,in the presence of a large 
number of Jewish and Christian notabilities, among whom were the Grand Rabbis 
of France and Paris ; M. Pichon, Deputy and ex-Minister, the Counts de Camondo, 
Baron de Weisweiller, M.S. H. Goldschmidt, President of the Alliance Israélite, 
M. Jules Oppert, M. Alexandre Weill, and M. Bapst. Orations eulogising the career 
of the deceased were delivered at the cemetery by the two Grand Rabbis, Mr. 
Rothschild’s last public act was to take part, but a couple of days before his death, 
in the Montefiore Centenary Service at the Portuguese Synagogue in the Rue 
Buffault, when he bore one of the Scrolls of the Law ; but he was then so weak 
that he was soon obliged to transfer the Sepher to other hands. In accordance with 
his desire his remains will shortly be transported to London for fina] interment 
at the Willesden Cemetery, next to those of his late wife (who also died in D’aris), 
and of his daughter, the wife of M. L. A. Goldschmidt, Ritter von Libanka, for- 
merly of Vienna. Mr, Rothschild has left several legacies for charitable, educa- 
tional, and scientific purposes, among his bequests being one of 50,000 francs to the 
Alliance Israélite. 

Mr. L. M. Rothschild was born in 1810, at Hillerod, in Denmark. His parents, 
who originally lived in a neighbouring town, was called Roeskilde ; hence the name 
Rothschild (its German equivalent), which they bore before it was assumed by the 
celebrated family: living at Frankfort-on-the-Main. He settled in England when he 
was 25 years of age. | 


KIMBERLEY.

The Diamond Fields Times of October 4th, contains a long account of the 
arrival of the Rev. Abraham Ornstien, at Kimberley, and speaks in eulogistic terms 
of the porition of the local Jewish community, and of the interest taken in Jewish 
affairs by the Christian residents. Referring to a sermcn delivered by the Rev. 
Mr, Ornstien, on the Day of Atonement, the same paper observed that it was 
forcible and eloquent, and that the reverend gentleman had already created a very 
favourable impression in Kimberley, where he was likely to exert a beneficial influ- 
ence, not only on his congregation, but in public affairs, in which he has already 
evinced an interest. | 

For the first time since the sett!ement of the Jews in Kimberley, a Succah was 
erected this year in the garden attached to the house occupied by the Rev. Abraham 
Ornstien, Hitherto the observance of the Sabbath at Kimberley has been of a very 
lax description, the places of business being kept open on that day as on other week 
day. The reverend gentleman has brought his influence to bear on several of the 
Jewish firms with the view of inducing them toclose their establishments on Sabbath. 
In this he had been highly successfal, and many firms have advertised theic intention 
of keeping their business premises closed, The Daily Independent of October 9, a 
Government’ paper, speaks favourably of the movement having forits object the 
better observance of the Jewish Sabbath. | | 

The Rev. Mr. Ornstien has also proposed the founding of a Philharmonic

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HANOVER GALLERY. 


Messrs. Hollander and Cremetti have re-opened this commodious and well- 

‘ arranged gallery, with a large selection of foreign pictures. But although they 

have rendered their local the most comfortable of the lesser London galleries, it is 

necessary that the pictures should be of a higher class than this their first exhibi- 

tion, if any permanent value is to be attached to it. Most of the great names which 

have attained celebrity on the Continent are represented, it is true, but as a rule 
their contributions are of a quite unimportant character, 

The first picture which attracts attention is G. Jacquet’s “The Pavane,a dance of 
the 16th century ” (7),a companion picture to the same artist's ‘“‘ The Minuet, well- 
known to the public through the medium of Champollion’s etching after it. Itexhibits 
a similar mode of treatment and is boldly, if somewhat coarsely, wrought. The 
embroidery upon the garments of the chief figures in the principal group 1s studied 
with effect, ‘“ On the Ice, Holland” (15), by W. Verschuur, is a variation of this 
painter’s realistic Dutch winter scenes. Near it hangs James Tissot’s extraordinary 
picture “The Hammock ‘’ (16), with its uncomfortably posed lady, and its dog 
slipping down the hill, but of which further detailed description 1s unnecessary, as 
it has been seen before in London. Charles Jacques’ “ The Sheep Fold” (18), 1s 
a noble example of this fine and truthful painter. It is quite a pleasure to come 
across such a sterling piece of country life. ‘‘ The Return ofthe Flock ”’ (28), by the 
same hand, exhibits the same qualities in a lesser degree. ‘The bold texture and 
dexterous treatment of (E. Meissonier’s) “La Vedette, Cavalier Louis XIIL.”’ (29) 
at once arrests attention. It represents a mounted soldier on duty,at the junction of 
two cross roads and is by far the best picture inthe gallery. The charger, unrivalled 
in drawing, is not the usual lifeless similitude of a horse, but appears imbued with 
animation and as much on the gu? vive as his rider. Heer Jan Van Leers takes a new 
departure in his “ True till Death’ (40), anold man fallen exhausted in the snow, with 


his dog still in his arms, The result, however, is far from successful. There is nothing | 


further in this room which calls for special remark except some Venetian scenes by 
Ziem,and a small example of Edouard Frére, entitled ‘The Little Knitter ” (79). 


In the upper gallery are to be found several interesting works. Here is 
a water-colour sketch by Vinea of ‘An Eastern Warrior” (102), too 
slight to afford a fair idea of his capabilities but good in drawing. Chelminski 


contributes a powerful picture of a lean team of horses, drawing a cart on a heavy 
road in his ‘‘ Russian Peasants on the road to the Village” (106). The wet road on 
a dark lowering day is well rendered. Likean old master isJ. I’. Millet’s small but 
carefully elaborated * The Dairymaid and Cow ” (111), for which we bkave nothing 
but praise. Honest and conscientious work is apparent throughout this beautiful 
picture. A study of a strapping, healthful young woman, resting with her bill 
by her side, from her work of cutting the coarse grass of the sandy dunes, supplies 
Mr. R. Knight witha sutject for his capital watercolour * Fisherwoman Reposing.” 
Its quality is excellent. Close by, hangs a finished study for Dante Rossetti’s pic- 
ture ‘ The Lady with the Ian ~ (115) which was exhibited in the Exhibition of this 
master’s works at Burlington ifouse. The lady’s ithe voluptuous form, perfect in 
pose and conception, appears in this drawing to almost better advantage than in the 
picture. A good example of Veyrassat is found in “ The farm Yard” (117), which 
presents all his familiar characteristics. Vinea contributes a dushing study of reds 
in his water-colour “ A Spanish Msiden’”’ (120 , but his model is net that of a plea- 
sing type of Spanish beauty. A single finely drawn figure of beautiful finish, 
entitled “ A Dutch Lady ” (124), worthily represents the handiwork of the late L. 
Leloir. J. F. bfillet’s * Pasturage”’ (127) is in pastel, but though suffering 
from the medium in which it is worked, it nevertheless succeeds in conveying some 
of the effect intended.

JEWS FREE SCHOOL, SPITALFIELDS. 


The increase in the numbers on the Registers in this School has been steady and 
progressive. The boys’ department contains 2,000, the girls’ department 1,181 children, 
and for the present furth-r admissions are perforce temp rarily suspended. The average 
daily attendance of boys is 1,836 and of girls 1,095. The proportion of pupils in the 
higher standards is very high, being nea'ly 40 per cent. of the total doing standard work. 
Besides the ordinsry daily instruction in Hebrew and Religion, which is carried on for an 
hour or an hour and a half, according to class, a special attendaice of two hours is also 
given to these subjects on Sunday, and it is gratifying to st.te that 1,740 boys and 1,050 
girls present themselves at this time. The Rev. Dr. H. Adler, delegate Chief Rabbi 
recently examined the School in Hebrew and Rel'gious knowledge, and expressed himself 
well satisfied with the stats of both departments. On Sunday also a drawing class cons 
sisting of 100 boys is conducted by Mr. B. 8. Marks and Mr. J. E. Jacobs. The services 
of these gentlemen are rendered gratuituously. This class is a great success, ani promises 
to be of much advantage in aiding the youths to pursue industrial art occupations in 
after life. |

Mr. Macyvs, who was loudly cheered, in the course of an eloquent address exposed 
the evils of overpressure in Schools, and expressed his admiration for the existing system 
of education. On the latter subject-Mr. Magnus said: Many might remember that about 
fifteen years ago it was thought that the religious difficulty would prevent the introduction 
of a national system of educa'ion. Experience had, however, shown that the religious 
difficulty scarcely existed. Board Schools, successfully conducted, existed side by side 


with Voluntary Schools, and, what was better still, religious instruction was not neglected _ 


in the former class of institution. No be'ter proof of the excellence of the system could, 
however, be found than the fact that the H-ad Ma-ter of the Old Castle Street Bosrd 
School was a Jew (Mr. Abraham Levy), appointed by a Board consisting almost exclu- 
sively of Christians. The Je«sdid not seek tor exceptional advantages, all they asked for 


wast fair field and no favour; but it certaniv was a great privilege that a Jew should - 


have been appointed to direet a sehool in which a large munber of children of the same 
fiith were educated. And what was true of the Jews was equally. true of Roman 
Catholics and of other denominations. Ife attached great importance to the movement, 
1ow coming to the fron‘, of ennexing woerksbop3 to the ordinary Elementary Schools. 
Technies] training was, in his opinion, extr mely serviceable to Jews. From times im- 
memorial, Jews had exercised their brains rather than the'r muse’es; they were, therefore, 
less strong and lesa physically developed tSan the men of other rices, who devoted them- 
scives to phy sical labour. Ona the otner hard, Jewish women hed never been distinguished 
for literary and artistic qualifications, having given their preferenca to domestic occupa- 
tions. To these circumstinces he ascribed the faet that whilst Jewish men were seldom 
till or rarely good looking, Jewish ma‘dens were among the most beautiful in the world. 
Mr. Magnus then addressed a few ippressive words to the ehildren, exhorting them 
not to neglect the opportunities for mstruction in religion, which knew no distinetion 
between Class and class, which was the universal leye'ler, and ssoke to prince and pessant 
alike in the same language. Ile especially urged the Jewish chi dren to be truthful and 
-traightforward in their dealings with their fellow-men of other denominations; for whilst 
every fault brought discredit, not alone oa the individual and his family, but also on the 
entire community, every bonour he achieved helped to ennoble the whole race to which 
it was his pride to belong. (Loud applause.)
